
Infectious Hepat 
Of Liver-lncrea

For several ypars the num­ 
ber of reported cases of Infec­ 
tious hepatitis reported in Los 
Angeles County has been stead­ 
ily increasing. 

Indeed, the Increase In re­ 
porting since 1950 Is tenfold, 
with a total of 1114 cases re­ 
ported last year. So far in 1957 
the rate has been slightly high­ 
er than in 1956. 

Infectious hepatitis is of 
concern to public health offi­ 
cials since the disease is usu­ 
ally more prevalent In areas 
or Institutions where sanitary 
living conditions are poor and, 
from these places, the infection 
may spread elsewhere in the 
courityT  

Liver Infection 
This disorder is basically an 

infection of the liver and is 
caused by a virus. Also called 
epidemic hepatitis, epidemic 
jaundice, or catarrhal jaundice, 
the disease is most common 
 mong young people, the larg­ 
est incidence occurring be­ 
tween 10 and 14 years of age. 

Symptotns of the disorder 
may appear anywhere from 15 
to 35 days after the person is 
Infected. Most typical are the 
digestive disturbances which 
may include loss of appetite, 
nausea with or without vomit- 
Ing, diarrhea, and pain in the 
upper right abdomen. Enlarge­ 
ment and tenderness of the 
liver may be elicited by physi­ 
cal examination, and a slight 
fever, weakness, and headache 
may also be present. 

More severe cases of this ail­ 
ment are accompanied by 
Jaundice, giving a yellow color 
to the skin and the whites of 
the eyes. When as severe as 
this, illness usually lasts for 
several weeks or months and 
on rare occasions may cause 
death. 

Usually. Mild 
Ordinarily, however, the Ill­ 

ness caused by Infectious hepa­ 
titis is mild in nature. Like 
polio, another virus disease, a 
person may harbor the infec­ 
tion or have a mild attack 
without knowing it. Such indi­ 
viduals, without any signs of 
illness whatsoever, may never­ 
theless be carriers of the virus 
and so infect those persons 
with whom they come in con­ 
tact

Infectious he'pa'titls is some­ 
times transmitted through con­ 
taminated water and milk sup­ 
plies but in Los Angeles 
County where food sanitation 
standards are high, It is chiefly 
transmitted by association of 
an Infected person with others. 
The virus is present in the in­ 
testinal contents of the infect­ 
ed person and perhaps also in 
discharges from the nose and 
mouth. Through excreta or 
contaminated hands the germs 
are generally transferred to 
food and water. 

Cleanliness Important 
Strict personal cleanliness 

and good environmental sani­ 
tation are the best means of 
preventing this disorder. Since 
infectious hepatitis can pass so 
easily from one person to an­ 
other, such measures are abso- 
lutly necessary if the spread Is 
to be restricted. 

Gamma globulin, the blood 
derivative used in combatting 
measles, is apparently the one 
substance now in use that can 
prevent Infectious hepatitis. If 
called soon enough when It 
makes an appearance, the phy­ 
sician can therefore prevent 
the malady in the rest of the 
family. As in the case of 
measles, gamma globulin is ef­ 
fective only if given very soon 
after contact with the infected 
person and before symptoms 
appear. 

Bodily exertion has a most 
adverse effect on a sick or con­ 
valescent liver, so plenty of 
rest is needed in order to avoid 
permanent damage to this vital 
organ after an attack of infec­ 
tious hepatitis. The liver has 
wonderful recuperative pow­ 
ers, however, and recovery is 
usually complete when reason­ 
able care is taken.
